DETAILED ACTION 
Examiner's Amendment 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 16-22, previously withdrawn from consideration for being drawn towards a non- 
elected invention, have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 thru 10, and 12 thru 15 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement 
of reasons for allowance: The references of record, either singularly or in combination, do not 
teach or suggest at least a semiconductor device comprising: a gate electrode extending over the 
semiconductor raised portion from the top onto the opposite side faces of the semiconductor 
raised portion, wherein the buried conductor interconnect connects one of the source and drain 
regions of the semiconductor raised portion and another conductive portion below the interlayer 
insulating film. 

Regarding claims 12-15, the references of record, either singularly or in combination, do 
not teach or suggest at least a semiconductor device comprising a SRAM cell unit having a pair 
of first and second drive transistors, a pair of first and second load transistors and a pair of first 
and second transfer transistors, wherein: a gate electrode extending over the semiconductor

raised portion from the top onto the opposite side faces of the semiconductor raised portion, a 
first buried conductor interconnect is connected to the first conductor, the drain region of the 
second load transistor, the drain region of the second drive transistor and one of the source and 
drain regions of the second transfer transistor,; and a second buried conductor interconnect is 
connected to the second conductor, the drain region of the first load transistor, the drain region of 
the first drive transistor and one of the source and drain regions of the first transfer transistor.
